138,365 for the same month last year. September pro- 
duction by members of the Automobile Manufacturers 
Assn., formerly the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, as released at noon Tuesday, placed the total 
at 113,361 units. If this estimate proves correct the 
total for the industry for the month should run between 
170,000 and 175,000 rather than the 185,000 to 190,000 
estimated by ADN last week. 

The AMA estimate states that its figures would show 
a decline of 32 per cent from the August total and 23 
per cent from September a year ago. On the other hand, 
production by member companies of the AMA for the 
first nine months of the year is estimated at 1,752,460, 
which would be 34 per cent above the first nine months 
of 1933 and 17 per cent above the entire year in 1933. 
Certain of the larger producers here are practically at a 
standstill at present while others are continuing at a 
rate better than had been anticipated.

September ly sales report, September made a good 
Sales seasonal showing. Sales to consumers in 
Seasonal the United States by all General Motors 


divisions total 71,648 as compared with 
86,258 in August and 71,458 in September, last year. 
This represented a gain of 190 units over the same 
month in 1933. It was a 16.9 per cent decline from 
August as compared with an average decline during the 
past eight years of 16 per cent. As compared with Sep- 
tember, last year, the month made a better showing. 
Last year September showed a drop of 17 per cent from 
the August figures. Sales to dealers in the United 
States during the month showed a marked tendency 
toward reducing inventory. These sales totaled 53,738, 
as compared with 87,429 in August and 67,733 in Sep- 
tember, last year. This is the first month this year 
that deliveries to consumers have exceeded sales to deal- 
ers but the difference is close to 18,000 units. Total 
General Motors sales to dealers in the United States 
and Canada plus overseas shipments dropped from 109,- 
278 in August to 71,888 in September. These figures re- 


veal considerable strength in the export market and a

Tak- 
ing into consideration the relatively greater strength 
which may be expected in the rural sections, Polk 
estimates that the month should show a total of 130,000 
to 140,000 units: Truck sales during August reached 
40,790, a new peak for the year. While there has been 
no definite indication regarding truck sales in September, 
it is likely that they will make a strong showing.
